London, March S.—ln tlio House ol' 
Commons to-day, Mr. Brodrick, secre- 
inr.v for war, made his introduction of 
llic M'liiy estimates for 1001-2, by sayini,' 
thai llu' wai- in South Africa Jiad 
broii^'lit to li^'lit many faults. Ho com- 
plained of tlie seaiity and roluctant suit- 
port that government proposals foi- 
st lengthening the army had receiyeii 
iium the House of Commons. The kov- 
cniment had already takon on account 
ul' the war tlic full aiimuiit tlivy oxpeetcil 
to liuvu to ask for. They were deter- 
mined to carry the war to a Buccessful 
conclusion. 

Touching on I'ecrniting for the army, 
he sai'l it was a question hetween thu 
voluntary and conipulsory system. Ho 
adhered to tlie former, under -wliieh 
1-10,000 lUfu !iad offered tliemselves for 
I he war. Compulsion would be like 
applying tho spur to a willing horse, and 
woulil l)e disastrous. Tlie Koverniuont 
could not liope to got riii i)f European 
cntanKlenieuts. It could not shut out 
tlie possibility of having to despatch 
forces to defend the British possessions 
abroad. 

Mr. Brodrick then entered into details 
concerning tho proi)oseU re-organization 
of the ariiiy. He said the ohject of tho 
government in dividing the country into 
six districts was to centralize the respon- 
sihility and decentralize the administra- 
tion. The three army corps to be en- 
tirely composed of regulars would bo 
stationed at Aldorshot, Salisbury and m 
Ireland. The other three army corps, to 
inehulo sixty hnttnlious of militia and 
voluntoers, would ho stationed at Col- 
chester, York and Edinburgh. 

Tlio government in addition proposed 
to raise eight battalions for garrison 
duty from men. about to enter the re- 
serve, to establish a roserve militia and 
raise a force of 3S,000 Yeomanry, to ho 
armed with short rifles and bayonets. 
Tiie net addition to the nrmy under this 
scheme would bo 120,500 men, at a cost 
of £2,000,000, and 40,000 additional 
trained volunteers.- Mr. Brodrick said 
it was proposed that officers hereafter 
sln)nld ho able to procure their uniforms 
at government establishments' at cost 
price. 

Dooling with war office reform, Mr. 
Brodrick insisted that there must >io 
hearty co-operntlon between tho com- 
mander-in-chief and tho secretarj' ff"" 
war, and he Btated that a commission 
would bo appointed to advise in regard 
to needed changes. 

Under tho new scheme the nrmy for 
liome defence will consist of 153,000 to- 
cnlars, 100,000 reserves and 10,0(10 
militia, L'."),oit)0 yeomanry and 250,000 
volunteers.

London, March O.—X crisis has arisen 
in Far Eastern affairs which in tho 
opinion of tho British government is 
gniver almost than the troubles Which 
originally turned the oyo.s of tho world 
towards the Orient. In this crisis secret 
negotiations iire going on between tlio 
United States and Great Britain with; 
a view to thwarting what both, govern- 
ments appear to consider a determined 
attempt on the part ot the Russian gov- 
ernnieiit to plant herself penuaiieutly in 
one of the richest tracts of the Chiucso 
Empire. The conference held yesterday 
betM'een ITnited States Ambassador 
Choato and Lord LansdownC, tho foreign 
secretary, had nothing to do -with tho 
Niearngunn cnnal affair. To quote from 
a British ofllcial, " the Nicaraguan con- 
troversy is a minor matter compared 
with the present situation." "What Mr. 
Choatc did was tQ rcceiYQ frpm Loj-rl 
Lansdowue an important message iR^ 
Glaring that England was not satisfied 
with Russia's declaration regarding Jlan- 
churia, as delivered to Sir Charles Stew- 
art Scott, British ambassador at St, 
Petersburg, by Count Lamsdorff; and 
asking tho United States if they were 
prepared to take .joint action of such a 
dt-cisivo nature that Russia would have 
no alternative but to recede from her 
position. 

Almost slmultaneonsly, the Associated 
Press unclGrstands, the United States 
governiiiont instructed the various am- 
bass.idors to take similar steps. Tho an- 
swer of Secretary Hay has apparently 
not yet been received in London, al- 
though tlie fact that almost concurrent 
instructions were issued from Washing- 
ton is taken here to be a sufficient guar- 
antee that Bussia's action in Manchuria 
will not be tolerated in the United^ 
States. ■ ■ , 

Japan is relied on to take a line in 
harmony with, the United States nnd 
Great Britain. 

Germany, in spite of the Anglo-Gor- 
man compact, is regarded -as rather 
doubtful, owing to Emperor William's 
friendship for the Czar. France will 
side with her a!!y, Rus.sia. 

The .significance of tho present phase 
can only be aiiprcciated by those cogniz- 
ant ot the lethargic attitude of the Brit- 
ish government hitherto regarding Rus- 
sian action in China. Within tho last 
few days all this has changed. What, 
a week or two ago was pronounced only 
in line with Russia's usual policy is now 
termed "a grave and serious' state of 
affairs." 

Lord linn.sdowno is using every effort 
to bring tlie powers into line in order to 
present to Russia such a menacing front 
that, without any ambiguity regarding 
temporary or other occupation, she may 
give up all designs upon Manchuria. 
What prompts the British foreign oflico 
to take an alarmisi: view of circum- 
stances usually looked upon as fatalistic 
secjueiices, is the apprehension that Rus- 
sia, having held her own in spite of tho 
protest of the ministers of the powers 
to the Chinese government, and having 
put herself on record in the reply to ,Sir 
Charles Scott as determined on at least 
a temporary occupation of Manchuria, 
will refuse to back down. 

That she must <lo so. Lord Lansdowno 
considers vital both for the future of 
China and for the continued existence of 
the concert of the powers. 

Count Lamsdorff's rejily to Sir CliarleR 
Scott is ccnisidered quite unsatisfactory. 
" If such excuses are accepted by tho 
powers.'' said an olllcial last evening to 
a representative of the Associated I'res;-, 
there will be nothing to prevent tlie 
immediate partition of China, for with 
almost exactly the same verbiage, any 
European power co-ild justify the occu- 
pation of other provinces." 

t'pon the degree of support affonled 
till' niiivenient by (Jermany and .Tajian 
lepeiids the result of what is to he the 
ilmost synchronous action of Washing- 
ton and l/omhni. Tlie wliole affair is 
guarded with the greatest secrecy, and 
it was not apparently without niotivo 
that a spe(dal dcsiiatcli was allowed to 
from London erroneously announcing 
tliat the negotiations going on hetween 
:Slr, Choate and Lord Lansdowno related 
to the Xiciiragua affyir. 

A feeling pervades inner circles hero 
that if Count Lamsdorff's explanation is 
iccepted by the powers, Russia will bo 
accorded a" free hand to take all' she 
pleases, and the donr will be opened to 
HIV other pov,-er aggressive enough to 
4tep in nnd annex Cliinese provinces 
.mder pretext of temporary occupation.

(jreenwood, ^lareh S. — (Special) — At a 
well attended puhlin meeting called liy 
Mayor .lakes to-nigiit, a resolution was 
unanimously pascicil endorsing the con- 
titructiou of the Coast-Kootenay road by 
a conipaiiy independent of tho C. P. K.

road; "and whereas tdieaii freight ratc« 
are essential in the development of the 
mining and allied indiistrii's of tlie pro- 
vince, and. ill the absence of government 
ownership of railways, t!ie bi>st snfe- 
guard against excessive freight charges 
is coiiipelitioii: Therefore be it resolved 
tliat the citizens of Greoiiwooil in pulilic 
meeting Hhwnibled nrge upon the pro- 
vincial government tliat any subsidy to 
aid till' coiisl ruction of the Coatit-Ivoote-

Sif;hted on an Ice Klne Off the Alaskan

A corrp.^ponilcnt writing from Cape 
Nome on Deceniber ti, sa.vs: The hull 
of a large vessel was wightetl Xoveniln'r 
-0, fast in an immense ice Hoe near 
Sledge island. The discovery was mad.e 
by peoide living on the bench near the 
mmitli of I'euiiy river, and in th.' dis- 
tance the ()b,iei-l appeared to be a bu^'e 
sailing vessel. That she had passi.d 
tliron^rh a terrible storm was evident 
friiiii her aiiparciit condition abovi' 
ileek.s. Her masts were broken off short 
and lier riggiiii; bail been sweiit away. 
I'eople Kiitbered ou the beach and ea^'er- 
ly waited for tlie derelict to come 
ashore. The wind shifti'd, however, and 
the dismantled hulk was carried ont to 
si. a. All elforts to discover the identity 
of the craft failed. 

Phe hull aiiiieared to be black, and 
the only spar remainiii!.' was the bow- 
sprit. Till' hull stayed out between the 
mainland ami Sleii^-e island until after- 
noon, when the wind, shifting gradu 
;i|ly carried it out to sen.

A HOME l-'OIl COXSU.MrTIVES.

So marked is this disineliuation, 
tliat, wo are iiil'ornied, in Kaniloops 
those p('rsons who izo thither for the 
benefit of the dry eliniatc, had it ex- 
ceedingly diSlcult to soeiire neeommoda- 
tion. No one wants to bo constantly in 
contact with people snfTerin^' from a 
contatrious di.~:case, and lience houses 
tlwt will -si-illingly receive aJJ other 
guests, Pipes ilmr floors to such por- 

^...s sui)jort \ias received a very eon- 
fiidcrabe degree of attention in Eastern 
<Jnnnrtu, and the result has been the es- 
tablishment of the National Sanitarium 
Association of Canada, the object of 
.which is described to he "to cstalili'-h a 
public institution or institutions for Uio 
isolation, troatmont and euro ot per- 
sons atfectud with pulmonary diseases." 
Lord Stralhcona is the president of the 
Association, and Mr. W. .T. (laKc, of 'lo- 
ronto, and at prct^ent in Victoria, in the 
secretary. Tiie fiivt institution estal)- 
llshcd in Canada under tlio auspices of 
this Association was the Muskoka Cot- 
tage Sanitarium, near Gravonhurst, On- 
tario. AVe ;,'iilluM- from the Tliird 11.- 
I'ort of t!u.' Institution, t!iat Mr. O.Tire 
gave the movement its first imi)eturi by 
eubseribing §23,000 towards it. Tliis 
handsome gift was supr)lemented by one 
of equal amount from the late Mr. II. A. 
Masscy. The town of ( iravcnhursL '■oa- 
tributcd i?10,()00. The Sanitarium con- 
sists of fiix cottages in a tract of 5 
acres. In three years it has taken care 
of 371 patients, of whom 57 were dis- 
charged as apparently cured, O-'j with 
the disease arrested, and 7S with mark- 
ed improveniciit. The province of On- 
tario gives ?2,000. 

The matter has a present interest bc- 
caufie an effort is about to he made to 
eistahlisli a Sanitarium soniewhcrc on 
the dry belt in this i)rovincc, am! tlic 
government will doubtless be approacli- 
ed on the matter. The Dry Belt of 
British Columbia is admitted to bo one 
of the best !)laces in America for sucli 
an institutio;i. and one is undoubtedly 
needed in this province. 



TUE INDIAN F1!.0XTI1:R. 

The attention of the people of Canada 
has been so much engroKscd by otlicr 
events that little or no noiicc has been 
taken for a year or two of the events 
itranspiring in that important corner of 
the Empire, which fronts Afghanistan, 
Since the brillinnr <lefenci> nf CliilrMl, 
and the spirited operations a^'iiinsl tlie 
Afridis, nothing of sensational interest 
has transpired in NorthwCBt India, l)ut 
nevertheless a great deal of valuable 
quiet work lias been done. Lord Cur- 
xon is able to nnnoinieo tliat he has been 
able to e«tablisli a new frontier province 
and to render its invasion from the 
north priictically impossible. He lias 
aecomplisbed this, too, at a time when 
the Indian army lias been reduced in 
Ktroni?th by the withdrawal of men to 
serve in iSouth Africa. Instead of de- 
pending upon British troops to occupy 
advanced positions, I^ord Curaon has 
BuJietituted local levies and police, and, 
as the iMorniii,;: Post puts it, "has con- 
centrated authority on the wild and law- 
less frontier under one liead." This 
in a movement ot very great value, as 
it establishes on the Afghanistan fron- 
tier conditions similar to lliose which 
have proved so satisfactory on the fron- 
tier of ISelucIiistan. Tlius the great 
work of empire-building is going on, 
quietly and nnohiitnisively, but none the 
^fJtes effeotually. . To govern wild monii- 
■ rtSin tribes .through the instrumentality 
of police recruited from among tliem- 
eelTcs ia a plan -flrhich no other nation 



than ours over had the courage to adopt. 
We are reminded by this of an inei- 
dent'^allegcd to have occurred during the 
Afridi campaign, which may be wortli 
the telling: 

The Afridis were splendid fighters 
:uid gave our troops no end of twublo. 
When they were captured they were 
just as ready to ught for our side and 
against their former comrades. One 
day a particularly clover Afridi on a 
mountain side was giving a lot of 
trouble by h;.s expert sniiung, and the 
oUleer in command of our men called an 
Afridi prisoner to him and asked if he 
could devise a plan to stop the shoot- 
ing. The fellow said he could, and in a 
very .short time the sniper was dropped 
by a beautifully placed shot. On be- 
ing asked how ho managed the trick eo 
well, the prisoner said that ho know the 
sniper's way of working, and just how 
to get at him, adding by way of ex- 
planation: "He's my father." Per- 
liaps the story may not be absolistely 
true, but that it is told illustrates the 
impartial manner iu which the moun- 
taineers fight. The Indian authorities 
have known how to take advantage ot 
this feature of the mountaineer ciiar- 
acter, and by always treating the 
native levies and police with absolute 
fairness, have bound them to our ser- 
vice in the ilrmest way. 



Uie same time there is nothing more 
hateful in legislation than i-epudiation, 
and if tlie law is to be changed, the ob- 
l.gntions ot the country to the men who 
have invested tliei? money in good faith 
must be respected. Mr. Morrison is a 
Birtisli Columbia member, and we fancy 
that he will agree with us that there is 
little equity iu building up the iron in- 
dustry in the Bast by means of a boun- 
ty, and cutting the latter off, just Tivhen 
there is a prospect that the "West may 
need it. AVe admit the difficulties of 
the problem. 



AN Alt.MlSTICE. 



Lord Kitchcr.er lias granted General 
Botha a seven days' armistice in order 
to enable 'him to communicate wltlt the 
other Boor lenders. It is hardly possi- 
ble that any future operations in J>out!i 
Africa can anuuuit to much. The re- 
ports of captures of guns, ammunition 
and supiJlies, and the ever-increasing 
li-it of the Boor dead, shows that the 
Hurghi'rs are at the end of their organ- 
ized resistance, ami although they are 
yet fully capable ot giving a great deal 
of trouble in isolated and unprotected 
localities, their utmost efforts must be 
confined to marauding cxpetlilions. The 
light iit Liclitenburg shows tluit the en- 
emy have not lost their fighting skill. 
Indeed, they seeru to be improving, for 
in the earlier stages of operations they 
were not given to making determined 
attacks upon our men in position. De- 
wet's command is scattered, and we 
may assume that Itollia wishes to get in 
communication v.'ith him. The elusive 
guerilla will haitlly be able to get his 
men together again. Meanwhile the 
northern movement of our force in the 
Orange Iliver Colony is progressing.

Considerable difference of opinion ex- 
ists as to whether the .'school trustees in 
citire should have the power they now 
•irajoy, of fixing the amount to be levied 
in taxes for the su|)port of schools. Stat- 
I'li in a few v.-ords, the law is that the 
'I'l-ustces say what amount of iiioacy 
shall he levied, and all that the City 
Council can do about it is to levy it. 
To niJin.v people this seems objection- 
able. AVc liave never Ikm'm impressed 
with the I'oreo ot tlie obji-c'ion. which, 
indeed, seenis to be more sentimental 
than real. If John Smith is elected a 
school trustee, he ought to be <]uito ns 
fit to decide what the sclioo! tax shoulil 
be as he woulil be, if he were elected an 
aldcrinan. If not, why not? It will 
hardly he said that the seliool trustees 
as a body average les.* in intelligence 
and inti'iest in the municipality than 
the aldi-riiieii, ;uid we can see no reason 
why their aetioii sJiould be subject to 
review by a body which is in no si'usi' 
more reproiii?ntative than themselves. 
Tho aldermen eomplain that thoy are 
held responsible tof nn afiscssment 
which they do not onier; hi(t (Ijis is not 
ft valid objeoljon tu Ui'.' sy,s(ein. It is 
really A matter of much iudllYercncc 
whethi'r or not the ahlernieu are held 
responsible; the great thing is whether 
the trustees are tho proper judges of 
what the school levy shall be, and wo 
have heard no good reason why they 
sliduld not be so regarded. We will say, 
however, t!mt no school levy should be 
li.\ed by tho trustees without consult- 
ing with the aldermen, for when two 
bodies have equal powers, ni'itlier ought 
to exercise its own without some knowl- 
edge of what the other woiih! be re 
(piired to ilo.

As this has become more widely known, 
there has been a considerable iiicr.'.ise 111 
the uilllllier of pt'oplo who llaV.' come 
to Kainloops in search of better .lic.iiiii. 

■• There lias been oui' feature 01 what 
li.is bi cn made piliiiic by .iever-ii p-..ieis 
ill llu- jij-oviricc rcsiic(!tiiig the pr..ii.i.-al 
111 I'sialilish a sanitarium, and tli.it is tlie 
iinju'essioh given' that Jvaniliin;i^ \\as 
anxious tn have such an instiiii .-i.i ,iii'i 
thus become a centre for all the iuvilids 
ill the couutr.v- That is ,an injustice :o 
the citv, and is far from tho corrocl 
idea. 

"'I'hcre are two objects to be I.e|it i.ii 
view," stiid till .doctor, "and the lirc^t is 
lluit there must be soiiielluiig done' for 
the ndief of the siil'fcrei-s who come to 
the di.slrici atliaclivl by the climate. Tiie 
other is that the poiuilation ri'.siilcnt ii> 
the di.slrici must k' pniteclivl so that 
while aflordiiig rejiid' to the invalids, 
the disea.se may not be siireaii liroad- 
cist. 

"To iindersf.ind the f^iluat ion," con- 
tinued the doctor. "1 ni-cd only teJJ you 
that tlie iiatients wlio liavo been coni- 
i.ig Id Kainloops have not onl.v tilled 
what hotel acconimodation there in iu 
tl.e towns, and ali-o h.ive been in tlie 
habit of getting (|ii.'irters nt private 
boarding houses, but liave, wluMi they 
could, obtained hoiuo<j with private fam- 
ilies, and that unfortunate victims of 
tlio disease Itave been absolutely no ad- 
ciiuate means ot taking precautionary 
lueasures for the health of the oitizenn. 
This, it will readily lie seen, is not a 
dctiirable condition to exist or continue 
indofinitely tind cs|ieeially if the inllux 
(rf patients should ciuitiuue to inereafe. 

■•'I'liat is the position of affairs that 
liiis led up to the ninvement for the cs- 
t .■ililislinient of a Minitariuiii, and it is 
iiiaiiifistly unfair and iiiiiiossilile to ex- 
|ii ( t the 'city of Kamlooiis to provida 
for [leople largely liclple.-ts thciusidvi-tJ, 
and who coiuo from all luirts of tho 
country. Many of the pi'oide come from 
the Coast and other iiarts, and vei y lew 
of them are residents of t.lie district. .\n- 
otlier feature is that many men arrive 
With ;ilnio<st 110 cash rc'smirces. and these 
.ire in some luntaiicc.s in advanced Mtagi'S 
of the discat^e. and unable to work. They 
nre in a short time deslilllte, and it is 
too much to cxiiect the city to taki' care 
of tlioiu. At the same time any iine 
wlio lives among these tin fort iinat cs can- 
not le.U become imiiressed with the ne- 
(cc^sity of doing i-ioiuelhiiij; jiraclical for 
theui.''' 

Dr. Proctor, wiio lias taken a great in- 
tori-nt iu the matter, aside from tho fact 
that ho is medical health olllier of tho 
city, says that the best ot the niedicul 
men and specialists say the <-liniiile of 
tho •'dry belt" is unsurpasMcd for 11 resi- 
dence for tiiberctllii,sis sull'ereiv. Dr. 
.\dami. the I'lniiieiit iiathologist, of Mn- 
(Jill university, of .Montreal, who was in 
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aiid that llie idea of ostablisriiig 
a village or heiilUi resort should he kept 
iu view. 'To that end some attention 
should be given to the possibility of 
beautifying and rendering the place at- 
tractive. He also eays It should be on 
tlio main lino of tho C. P, R., so that it 
would bo easy of neeess. The C. P. It. 
Company has already offered ndvan- 
1 ages, and it is well known that Sir Wil- 
liam Van Home takes great interest in 
tiie movoniont to cstnhliHh Sanitaria.

Mann •\vcro iircparoil to oomuionco con- 
struction at both I'nds in conjunction 
with the Great Northern nnJ Grand 
Trunk as soou as the Kovernniont con- 
pouted to the subsidy to the Vancouver, 
Victoria & Eastern. The charter pro- 
vides that the head ollice shall be at 
'V'juicouver, and the line will continue 
Ironi tills point lo the Fratser river, croc^ri 
llic Hope mountains to the SiniilUanieen 
;ind I'rinceton, alon;; the .Siniilkamei'n 
lo KerenieOfi, thencu to Rock Ureck, 
(Jrnud Forks and the Colutnbiii river, 
oouuoctiiiK with the Grnnd Trunk and 
Great Nortliern railways. The project 
would Kive access to Viincouver of four 
Hues of railway, the ViiueouVer, Vic- 
toria and Eastern with liBad<iiiartprs in 
Vancouver, thi> Oreat Northern, Grand 
Trunk and Northern Pacific.

Mr. .T. McfJeer argued thar if the 
railwa.v was opposi-d, it would be preju- 
dicial to Vancouver, ns it would cause 
the trade of the Ivootenay country to be 
turned into the United States.

The principal changes are in the Build- 
ing Hv-Law, the Local Imi)roveinent liy- 
Law,"thi^ Strcet.s liy-Law, the Sewers

By-Law, and a few others which will 
be noted below. 

The actual slattites, as they may bi> 
called, begin with the by-law regnkiting 
the iiroceedings of tlie municipal council, 
which ii-i practicallv a repetition of vari- 
ous liy-laws dealing with the snoject. 
riiero'lias been no alteration, nen-ely a

The next is an entirely new by-law 
wbi( li it is felt by the council, was need- 
ed; viz., detailed regulations as to the 
duties of the various city olllcial.s, defin- 
ing both powers and duties, and particn- 
larlv it deals with the conduct of the 
citv's business. Ta.'cpayors will be able 
to "see at a glance tlie routine course of 
business followed in any department. 
The bv-Iaw respecting the revenue re- 
eeiids "stands unchanged. That dealing 
with the powers ot making pnymentH 
out of revenue for certain ptirposes is 
ampliiied somewhat, though no material 
change is made in it either. The I'ence 
\ iewors Dy-Law, the Wards By-Law, 
are also unchanged. Tho Elections By- 
Law has had one or two slight altera- j 
tioiis made in it. One is giving certain I 
directions as lo voting. The otiier fixes | 
.1 penalty, hitlierto not stated, nltaougb 
authorized by the statute, which is, that i 
failure to c(miplv with the regulations 
causes Ihe h)ss of tho vote which the 
oilieiiils are iuslrucled to reject.

Several sections deal with empower- 
ing the council to rcniovi^ lur.lilings, 
which, thrcaigli decay or age or oilu'rwise 
have became unsafe and coiu-titute a 
menace to pii,blic safely. I'owcr is given 
the building inspector to renm.'e such 
accrued to auj recover the cost of removal. Danger 
from an accuiiuilatioii of lumber in yards 
is also provided against. 

'J'lie conslriiclimi of cellars forms ' n 
important piu'tioii of the by-law. I'ower 
lias been ac(iuireil by the Btatiiie of 
1110(1 providing against the use of under- 
ground structures for places of habit.'.- 
tion, and also for the iircvention of par- 
titioning of cellars and rooms used as 
dwellings. These clauses will enable the 
regulating of tlie well-known Oriental 
custom of overcrowding their habitar

Tills new by-law contains 
11-1 sections, all most carefully consider- 
ed by experts, and il has ill addition had 
the close attention of the practical men 
on the hoard of aldermen. 

STUEETS BY-LAAY. 

Possibly tho next most imiiorlant by- 
law is the Streets By-Law, which is 
the consolidation of fourteen previous ex- 
isting by-laws. The new matter in the 
revised iiy-law contains certain useful 
regulations concerning strcej IraUlc. 'ill" 
conslnictioil of sidewalks is dealt with 
also, and carefully prepared regulations 
are inserted resiiectiug openings in the 
sidewalks leading to cellars, as .-I'so the 
class of trap doors to be allowed. 

Signs and otlier ovcrliaiigiiig iirojee- 
tioiis above the streets cume in for some 
attention and what consututes an ou- 
st ruction is delined. Uemoval of snow 
from paveineiits is dealt with and The 
regvilatious geiier.illy respecting the clear- 
ing of the streets ot any fuieign matter 
elaborated. 

.V table of grades of the streel.-i correct- 
ed to date is annexed lo the by-l.iw, thus 
giving in convenient form the blrcet 
levels. 

SIOAM'^H BY-LAW. 
This by-law deals witli two mailers, 
(be regulations concerning coiinecrioii 
with the sewers and the payment of rent- 
als for sewer use. There is not mm h 
new matter contained in the by-law ;is it 
now appears. The city o.tllcers riglits lo 
enforce the sewer connection regiilations 
are ampliiied. -Vltached to Ibis !iy-law 
is a schedule of Kpeciticalioiis for the 
sewer and plumbing worit, together with 
a sketch plan of approved system of 
drainage for a house. 

lu the Pluinhcrs lly-Law care has lH\.'n 
talvcn to see that only duly (lualilied per- 
sons can do plumbing work. Laeh 
Iilniuber must be licensed by the city, 
and must register witli tho city engin- 
eer when desirous of carryiii),' on the 
business of a plumbi'i-. Prohibition is 
made against any connection being made 
with n main sower by any one but a 
licensed and registered plumber. 

The general by-law, dealing with the 
assessment of property for local improve- 
ment is recast entirely. Though new in 
form tho goiioral effect remains Vm\ same. 
It is made strictly in accord with exist- 
ing laws. 

The by-law respecting tho iinblio 
liealtli is" mainly a eousolidalion. Of 
new mutter introduced into the by-law, 
there is a clause giving the ni(>dieal 
health olltcer more complete control of 
the interior arrangouieiit of structures 
used for habitation purposes, and for 
limiting the increase of slee|iing aecoin- 
niodation and liabitation. AnipU> pow- 
ers nre given to prevent partitioning o(T 
of living ronms, also to prevent the use 
of underground structures as iilaces of 
hnbitiitioii. Tt is also made a regulation 
that the medical health ofllcor shall have 
power to order the removal of partitions 
that cause • offence • • against health or 



sanitary regulations. Many of the 
powers of the medical Iiealth and sani- 
tary olhcers are amplified. It is now 
declared illegal to kce[) ducks, geese or 
swiiio within the city limits. 'L'he num- 
ber of cow;i one person may maintain 
within the city limits wilhouc a special 
permit from the council is dhstincHy 
limited to six. \o iioultry pen, pig sty, 
or shed for cattle shall be niaiiilaiiieil 
hereafter within the distance oi" 
feet from any dwelling liouse. \'ery 
full authority is given the medical 
health oUlccr to take control in case uf 
epidemic. 

Under the wat.erworks by-law as it 
now exists, powers of the water coniiuis- 
sioner to eufoi*co payment of nites by 
delinquents arc extended and amplified, 
liespectiug the waste of city water there 
arc also stringent regulations enacted. 

Tho market by-law Is a. consolidation 
of 7 which previously existed. It no\v 
includes the provisions respecting the 
sale of bread, and the only change m 
Unit respect is the insertion of a clause 
making it necessary for a baker to sell, 
as well as any laiicy bread which he 
may bake, the ri^giihuioii loaves as lixed 
by the standard in the bj-law, which 
remains as in the iiasl. While little 
present interest allaclies lo this by-liiw, 
still it has been brouglU up to date, so 
that in case the city has an operating 
market, and the provisions in the 
by-law are tliere ready to meet the 
emergency. 

The milk by-law shows little alteration, 
it has been blrengtheiied by the inser- 
lioii of a clause obliging vendors of iinlk 
to show by .some distinctive mark or 
initials the source of supply, whetlier it 
is from their own dairy or purchased 
elsewhere. it makes il penal for the 
vendor to sell milk from a can not su 
labelled. 

In the pound by-law the only material 
alteration is a provision instructing the 
pouiid-keeijcr to notify the owner of .i 
ilog or other animal, in case he knows to 
whom it belongs, that it is in the licniiid. 
.\nother regulalioii iiislrucls thai dogs 
lo be destroyed must be pui out of 
miserv " in some merciful manner." .V 
(log i"s to be considered at large wlieii 
not accoiiipaiiied by cn- under the control 
of his owner or iiersou in charge. 

alleralion has been made in the 
cemetery by-law ill the ri'ipiirements for 
the I'n'ctioii anil coiislriielion of head- 
stones and the curliing around grnvi' 
plots. Provision is also made that 
visitors ilc-iriiig to altend to grave plots 
shall have ]u-efcreiice in the right to use 
Ihe water from the water supply. Itnles 
for burial have been slightly altered. 
AN IMPORTANT BY-LAW. 

The aldermen consider the by-law re- 
specting w asli-lKuises and launuries is 
o.u- of the iiiosi important in the wnoie 
schedule. Il provides tliat every public 
wash-house or launiUy shall have a Uoor- 
ing of brick, tile, concrete or other non- 
permeable iiiati.'rial, and must be elll- 
eieiiily ilraiucd lo tin.' satisfaction .of the 
civic olhcers. Itegulations regiirdiiig 
bulli draiiKige and veniilatioii have been 
iLiuplilied. .V iirohibiiiim is made against 
tile erection or allowing lo remain of 
additions to existing buildings used as 
laundries, within 'S) feel from the street, 
or UJ feet from any adjoining land. 
Existing laundries are to be brought 
into eunformity with the regulations, 
and if unable to or fail are to be dealt 
witli by the council. 

The street by-hiw as now existing con- 
laiiis power for tho city engineer to 
regulate by notice to be posted up, tralhc 
(,ii bridges, both for general use and in 
case of emergency. Getting on or oil n 
car wliile in motion is strictly prohibited. 

The prevention of cruelty to animals 
rt'gulatious contains the clause that all 
two-vvhCLled carts, while loading or un- 
loading, must be propped to saTe the 
liorse. Provision Is also made for the 
proper feeding and watering and of giv- 
ing proper space to animals while in 
conflneinent. In tho hired vehicles by- 
law, the provisions re stands on the pub- 
lic streets are brought Into oecord with 
existing police regulations. Bicycles as 
well as other hired vehicles must "11 
carry lights from one hour after sunset 
until one hour before sunrise, and the 
light must be suUlciently strong to ho 
visible at ft distance of :!<) yards. 'J'hls 
provision respecting lights is also con- 
tained in the by-law respecting bicycles, 
which otherwise remains unchanged, and 
which clo.scp the list of the city's con- 
solidated by-laws.
